£he  lew  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  May  18  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 


There  was  some  demand  for  Sea  Islands,  though  this 
was  not  as  active  as  it  had  been  a  week  or  two  ago. 
Many  brokers  are  finding  it  extreraely  difficult  to  fill 
Sea  Island  orders  for  extra  choice ,  and  some  of  the 
lower  grades  are  being  offered.    One  broker  quoted  66 
cents  for  selected  extra  choice  for  shipment  from  the 
south.,  while  several  others  had  average  extra  choice 
that  they  were  offering  around  56  or  57  cents.    One  or 
two  small  lots  of  average  extra  choice  were  sold  at  54 
cents,  bat  there  seems  to  be  no  more  available  at  that 
figure.    Extra  fine  was  quoted  at  43  to  45  cents,  while 
fine  w&s  offered  at  40  cents.    Egyptian  Safeollaridis 
has  been  sold  here  during  the  week  for  55  to  66  cents, 
but  the  price  that  is  now  asked  for  it  is  around  58 
cents,  which  is  for  cotton  that  is  on  the  spot  in  lew 
England  and  is  of  good  grade  and  staple,    fhore  has  been 
more  Peruvian  cotton  sold  here  during  the  past  month 
than  for  a  very  long  time.    The  dealing  in  it  during  the 
past  week  has  not  boon  tremendously  large,  but  the  amount 
sold,  when  added  to  that  sold  during  the  previous  three 
weeks  would  total  a  good  round  sum,  very  much  more  than 
usual.    It  is  offered  around  46  cents  for  good  staple 
Llittafiffi .    American  Egyptians  have  had  some  demand  dur- 
ing the  week,  though  the  quantity  available  is  said  to  be 
limited  to  that  which  is  already  held  on  the  spot  in  lew 
England.    Prices  ranged  from  5c  to  55  cents  for  Pima, 
with  on©  or  two  quotations  slightly  over  that  figure, 
while  Yuma  was  available  at  48  to  58  cents.    These  prices 
ar©  for  cotton  of  good  grade,  but  not  necessarily  of  the 
highest  grade.
